NEW YORK (})—A dozen high-ranking Soviet offi- 
cials arrived in spectacular fashion Friday for a 24-day 
tour, briefed in advance by another recent visitor to 
America, Soviet Premier Khrushchev. 


Leading the delegation was D.5. 
Polyansky, a member of the Pre- 
sidium of the Supreme Soviet, 
who told reporters at Idlewild Air- 
port: “We have come here with 
open heart and good friendly in- 
tentions. Before our departure N, 
S. Khrushchev had a talk with us. 
He spoke very warmly of his visit 
to the U.S.A., the meetings he had 
here, and asked us to give his 
best regards and convey his best 
wishes to the American people.” 


REPAYING VISIT 

The Russians are repaying a 
visit to the Soviet Union last sum- 
mer of nine governors of Ameri- 
can states. They are scheduled to 
visit New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, F'lo- 
rida, Illinois, Colorado, Utah, Ida- 
ho and North Dakota. 


Their arrival at Idlewild in a 
giant TU114 prop jet airliner pro- 
vided an hour of tense drama. 
The big plane made three passes 
at the field before the Soviet pilot 
finally set her down safely.

T. F. D. Haines, president of 
the Summit, N.J., subsidiary of 
the big Basle, Switzerland, phar- 
maceutical organization, testified 
the 60-cent-a-thousand sale was 
made to the military. medical sup- 
ply agency last February. 


But, he told a Senate Antitrust 
subcommittee, “‘We were poorer 
when we got through than when 
_ we started—in retrospect, perhaps 
it was a mistake when we did it 
-—we lost money.” | 
His testimony. wound up the cur- 
rent phase of the subcommittee’s 
hearings into the cost of new pre- 

drugs. The hearings will 
resume in late February. . 

Haines defended the cost of 
* Ciba’s tranquilizers to the public 
“While you think ye prices 
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are reasonable,”’ Chairman Ke- 
fauver (D-Tenn) told him, “there 
is plenty of room to reduce them 
very substantially. 


“T can’t understand why you 
charge the druggists so much.” 


The senator said small compa- 
nies have much lower prices but 
can’t provide the promotion and 
advertising ‘‘to get their message 
before the physicians who writes 
the prescriptions.” 


Before Haines testified, an offi- 
cial of a small drugmaking firm 
told of offering 1,000: tranquilizer 
tablets to druggists for $2.65 a 
thousand as compared with the

The smaller firm was Panray of 
Englewood, N.J. Myron Panzer, 


Panray’s vice president, said he 
sells resperine, a rauwolfia alka- 
loid derivative for the treatment 
of high blood pressure. under the 
trade name Serpanray. The Ciba 
product is known as Serpasil. 


While Haines acknowledged his

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FDR Anniversary 


Inspires Memories 


Franklin D. Roosevelt was born today 
near Hyde Park, N.Y., in the year 1882. 
His life is one of those stories in which 
all the fiction-like elements of defeat and 
victory, strength and weakness, smallness 
and greatness are combined. 


He came to the presidency at a time 
when the nation and the world were con- 
fronted with one of those great gulfs 
which history not infrequently requires 
to be bridged—the gap between social and 
technical sciences. Big business, many of 
whose leaders later came to hate him, 
does not like to be reminded of it but 
when FDR came to office they came fig- 
uratively hat in hand, knowing that he 
alone had the power to rally the nation. 


Franklin Roosevelt had that rare qual- 
ity of being able to communicate with 
"people. So they turned to him, the pow- 
erful and the weak, the unknown and the 
notable. He made the issues clear. He 
-gave them choices. He caused them to 
participate in government. 
He served the nation during the great 
depression. In the years since, some of his 
-detractors, blessed with second sight, 
_have sniped at the New Deal. But its pro- 
gram remains untouched by all adminis- 
trations which have followed. It was the 
bridge over that gulf. 


; He served, too, during the second great 
‘war. In the depression he made ‘the pres- 
-idency a symbol of interest in people 
.and their welfare. In the epic struggle 
*against Germany and Japan he and Win- 
~ston Churchill became twin symbols of 
«freedom and the liberty of man. 


The small of mind and those with

*give him full credit. It does not matter. 
- The record is there. He saved the Amer- 
-ican system. In the depths of the depres- 
“sion he had such support he could have 
-done with it what he willed. He made it 
stronger.

Bar Commission Bill 
Has Considerable Merit 


The bill introduced in the House to 
create the Georgia Bar Commission would 
give the legal profession tremendous pow- 

. ers to police itself. : 

Among other things, the measure 
would create a board of accreditation; set 
minimum féquirements for law schools 
and for eligibility to take bar examina- 
tions; revise disbarment procedures; pre- 
scribe standards of professional conduct 
and “provide distiplinary powers. 

The méastire could well lead to rais- 
ing the standards of the legal profession. 
Therein lies its real merit. 

. But will.the.lawyers elected to the 
commission follow through as they should 
in exercising the proposed powers? 
Will they crack down.as they should 
on attorneys who engage in unethical 
conduct or will “professional courtesy” 
-prevail to such an extent that actions 
‘against the unscrupulous will become 
nearly as rare. as they are under the 
present system? 

' These are among the possibilities to 
guard against. 

‘. However, one of the most valid argu- 
ments in favor of the proposal has to do 
with flexibility in exercising disciplinary 
powers. Lawyers guilty of misconduct 
could either be reprimanded, suspended 
for a short time or disbarred by a special 
beard. Any who are suspended or dis- 
barred have the right to appeal to the 

‘ ponents of the measure argue that 
the present system for disciplinary action 
doesn’t work well because the law pro- 
vides only for disbarment proceedings, a 
quasi-criminal action brought by solici- 
tors general. Often the offenses commit- 
ted are not serious enough to warrant 
such severe punishment. At any rate, dis- 
barment proceedings under the present 
setup are rare indeed. |

ment of an annual license fee of $20, of 
which $2.50 would go to the clerk of Su- 
perior Court and’the balance to the bar 
commission.

Why Not Lift Brakes 
On Local School Aid? 


Elsewhere on this page is a letter from 
a Warner Robins resident expressing dis- 
satisfaction with the teacher pay scale. 
And in the news are reports indicating 
this to be general among teachers in the 
schools there. 

.This newspaper long has upheld teach- 
ers’ valid claims for better pay. Profes- 
sional standards cannot be maintained and 
enough teachers cannot be recruited to 
fill vacancies without improved pay op- 
portunities. We have been pleased with 
the great improvements in recent years 
and with the announced $200 across-the- 
board raise to be granted this year by the 
state. 

We must point out again, however, 
that the State of Georgia now bears more 
than two-thirds of the total public school 
costs in general. This despite the fact 
that Atlanta pays more than two-thirds 
of its costs locally and other growing sys- 
tems pay as much as half out of local 
funds. 

In percentage of revenue for public 
schools from state sources, Georgia ranks 
fifth from the top. Yet the state ranks 
46th in local support. Something obvi- 
ously is wrong with this picture. It’s time 
for local communities to wake up to their 
responsibilities and to stop looking to the 
state to foot the whole bill. 

Yet the proposal to lift the constitu- 
tional limitation of 15 mills which coun- 
ties can levy for education is tied up in 
the House Ways and Means Committee 
after passage by an overwhelming vote 
in the Senate. This would permit local 
communities to do more. We suggest that 
teachers not only put the heat on the 
House for its passage but urge them to 
encourage their own community leaders 
to help. 

The state cannot finance the school 
program adequately without local help. 
If this 15-mill limitation can be lifted, 
education will have received its greatest 
boost since passage of the sales tax.

Western World Suffers 
From Algerian Debacle 


The situation in Algeria is so fluid as 
to make accurate comment impossible. 
But it is possible to say that the situation 
is one of great gravity. It is not merely 
France which is in danger because of the 
disloyalty of some of her army. Here is 
an old sickness which touches on the 
riots in various areas of Africa. 

Because of the unwillingness of the 
French colonials in Algeria to make any 
concessions in voting rights, in wages, in 
employment and in education, they are 
losing Algeria even though they now 
seem to have some temporary success in 
opposing Gen. de Gaulle. This will, in 
time, cost them all their other large hold- 
ings in Africa. 

What we are seeing in Algeria is the 
beginning of the end of the French over- 
seas empire. Another bit of the remaining 
body of colonialism is dying. And the 
tragedy of it is there was no reason for 
it to have happened. The blindness and 
folly of willful man is inexplicable. 

For all of us, because of fools, the 
road ahead is to be more difficult.

New York State’s Joint Legislative 
Committee on Motor Vehicles and Traf- 
fice Safety has recommended that belts be 
made mandatory on all cars manufactured 
after July 1, 1961, and sold in the state. 

The spokesman for the committee 
cited’ experiences which shdw that seat 
belts cut the chance of injury by 60 per 
cent and that of death by 50 per cent. 

The National Safety Council now has 
given full support to the New York pro- 
posal, saying the belt is “probably the one 
single factor” which can reduce the high- 
way death toll. .

Georgian Says Low State Teacher Salary 


Is Product of ‘Strange Sense of Values’ 


Warner Robins — Recently in 
an excellent article by Gene Brit- 
ton on Georgia’s school crisis, The 
Constitution gave a figure of 
$3,625 as the “‘average” salary of 
a public schoolteacher. I can’t 
help but wonder if this average 
did not include the salaries of 
state and county superintendents, 
school principals, visiting teach- 
ers, etc. Many large counties and 
city systems can afford a sizable 
supplement for their teachers but 
how about the many smaller coun- 
ties? 

A teacher with a college degree 
receives from the state $3,000 the 
first year she teaches, $3,025 the 
second year, $3,050 the third year, 
$3,175 the fourth year and re- 
ceives a maximum of $3,550 after 
10 years of teaching. Compare 
this last figure with the $3,625 
“‘average.”’ For even more em- 
barrassing figures, compare these 
salaries with those of Florida’s 
teachers. No wonder Georgia 
loses about 12 per cent of her 
teachers each year. I wonder how 
many we will lose if the schools 
close. 


Other alarming figures that can 
be obtained from Britton’s arti- 
cle include the fact that we pay 
our plumbers, carpenters, paint- 
ers and truck drivers more than 
the teachers who educate our 
children. Looks like we have de- 
veloped a rather strange sense of 
values nowadays. 

The . legislators are  consid- 
ering a $200 raise for Georgia's 
teachers. I doubt any teacher will 
be even the slightest bit im- 
pressed with this raise when they 
realize it means only a $9 to $12 
monthly raise. Remember that 
this money is taxed three times. 
Once for state income tax, once 
for federal income tax and three 
cents on each dollar spent in the 
state.

The good publishers do not ask 
the author for any money whatso- 
ever.

They 
have a sales force and they hon- 
estly promote the book in every 
way they can. They pay the au- 
thor a royalty on the copies sold, 
normally 10 per cent of the retail 
price. 

Many think that writing is the 
easiest and quickest way to fame 
and fortune. There are more frus- 
trated and disappointed writers 
than any other class of people.

With The Wind’’ and did achieve 
fame and fortune.

If you have some- 
thing to say, can say it intelli- 
gently and are willing to give the 
long hours it requires, you can be- 
come a writer whose material is 
published. 


But remember — don’t ever pay 
anybody to publish what you 
write. Let them pay you. One 
other thought — I take a mighty 
dim view of those mail order 
courses which one can buy on 
how to be a writer and get your 
writing published. Go to the li- 
brary. There you can find plenty 
of books which give you the in- 
formation.

‘You have got to liquidate the 
rebel forces which want to throw 
away France from Algeria.” 


“SUPREMELY RESPONSIBLE” 


“I am, you know it, the person 
responsible. It is I who carry the 
destiny of the country.’ 


*“‘T must therefore be obeyed by 
all French soldiers. 


“I believe that I shall be obeyed 
because I know you, I esteem 
you, I love you, I have confidence 
in Gen. (Maurice) Challe (the 
commander in Algeria) whom, sol- 
diers of Algeria, I have put at 
your head, and finally, because 
of the sake of France, I need 
you.” 


It was a dramatic appeal, re- 
corded five hours before it was 
broadcast. De Gaulle’s voice quiv- 
ered with emotion as he appealed 
again and again for national unity 
behind his campaign to restore 
the glory that was France. 

“I ask of one and all to sup- 
port me no matter what happens,”’ 
he said.

Some nine years of volunteer service to the hospital has con- 
vinced the Rev. Dr. John Hughston, pastor of Milledgeville First 
Baptist Church, that mental illness is often the result of a spiritual 
malady, of guilt feelings or fear, unhealthy fam- 
ily attitudes, or some basic ignorance of the true 
implications of Christian brotherhood. 


It was Dr. Hughston’s appeal to the Joint 
Legislative Committee on Mental Health which 
sparked the campaign for an interfaith chapel 
and full-time chaplaincy program at the hospital. 


The campaign, which will be launched Feb. 7 
in churches throughout the state, hopes to raise 
$800,000 for a chapel to serve the 13,000 patients 
who now worship in a gymnasium used for dances 
during the week.

—Leahy Flashed the Score on His Face 


When the sleepy-eyed delegates filed out of the room, it was 
obvious that Mr. Frank Leahy, the Los Angeles general manager, 
wasn’t on the winning side. Mr. Leahy, an immaculate dresser, had 
his sleeves rolled up, his collar unbuttoned, etc. In fact, he’d have 
resembled a beatnik if he had had a mustache. 


Los Angeles, seeking a West Coast rival in Oakland, has 
opposed Atlanta from the start. Mr. Leahy assures me that he 
has nothing against Atlanta except its location. 


At any rate, Commissioner Joe Foss informed weary reporters 
that the vote was 5-2. He admitted that San Francisco and Miami 
failed to score at the polls. The showdown, as forecast in The Con- 
stitution and 100 or so other papers, was between Oakland and 
Atlanta. However, the commissioner refused to identify the leading 
team. 


The owners, pledged to remain silent, kept their promise for 
at least 10 minutes. A reliable source then stunned the authors by 
revealing that Atlanta had been out front all the way. One glance 
at Mr. Leahy confirmed the report.

I got as close to Atlanta as the airport limousine Thursday 
afternoon. But a friend rushed out and informed me that the 
National Football League had ‘‘fired’’ on Dallas. I explained all 
of that in the same story in which I predicted that Oakland 
was a cinch to get the franchise. I was correct about the NFL 
firing on Dallas. 


At any rate, I knew you'd want me to look in on the feud 
between the Texans and Rangers since I was on the battlefront. 
So I returned to the hotel and made a plane reservation for Friday 
morning. 


As you've realized by now, there’s no way to explain all of this 
clearly.

DEAR MISS MANNERS: 


As the song says, “Maybe I'm Right and 
Maybe I'm Wrong’’—but it seerns that as far as a 
teenager’s future is concerned, he—or she, as in 
my case—might as well be dead after he gradu- 
ates from high school unless he plans to go to 


What is going to happen to those of us who simply 


ered that like everything e 
all of them. 


For instance, the scholarships go to the ones 
with pull, who don’t really need them, and to get 
a loan, it’s just like any other loan, you've got 
to have lots of security or someone to sign it, 
too. If you had that in the first place, you 
wouldn't have to ask for a loan. It’s the same 
old story—‘‘them that has, gets!"’ Since you are 
so honest in your answers to problems in your 
column, don’t you agree? And can’t you give a 
little encouragement to those of us who can’t go 
to college? It looks like the rest of the world 
will just pass us by. I know there are lots like 
me, who simply won't be able to afford to go to 
college. What can we do to keep up with the 
others? A WORRIED STUDENT. 


DEAR WORRIED STUDENT: 

You tell me that you have no chance unless 
you go to college. You deny that the will to go to 
college will get you there, you tell me there is a 
catch in scholarships and loans. Then you ask 
me to give you some encouragement! Now, I do 


not think the world ends for you if you do not go 


to college. 

Assuming that you have the aptitude, ability 
and willingness to do college work, I believe 
that you are likely to be a happier and more 
useful person if you go to college. You owe it to 
yourself to discover what your talents are and 
how you can develop and use them best. 


Frankly, I hope someday to see scholarships 
go to those who deserve them and need them. 
And there are many that are given on that basis 
now. I should like to see awards given to all 
students who have met high scholastic standards. 
However, I agree that money for higher educa- 
tion should be based on merit and need. How- 
ever, I do not agree that scholarships, in general, 
are presented to those with “‘pull.” Unless there 
is a pressing need for you to provide financially 
for your family, I believe that you can get a 
college education; that is, if you have the correct 
credits to enter college and if you want the 
education badly enough. 


Many young people have full-time jobs and 
are going to Georgia State or Georgia Tech at 
night. It takes longer, but it is worth it. You 
gain experience while you go to school. Although 
personal sacrifices are necessary to get your 
education as you work, there are very real ad- 
vantages, too. Besides, if you can’t go to college 
any other way and if you really want a college 
education, this may be the only way you can get 
it. But it is a way. 

Above all else, try to find out what you want 
to do and can do best. Your teachers may be able 
to see your abilities more clearly. The school 
counselor can be of invaluable help to you as 
you make plans for the future. But, for your own 
sake, don’t decide that all the odds are against 
you. There are many real opportunities open to 
those who are willing to work toward a reason- 
able, worthwhile goal.

The night Robert Burns was 
born a snowstorm blew the 
thatched roof off his parents’ 
home in Aryshire, Scotland. 
That was Jan. 25, 1759. 


Now, in 1960, which begins 
the 20ist anniversary of that 
auspicious date, there’s not 
much danger of storms wreck- 
ing the replica of the Burns 
cottage here in Atlanta. The 
local one, an exact copy, has 
asbestos shingles as the roofing. 


The Burns cottage here in At- 
lanta is located at 988 Alloway 
Pl. and was built in 1910 by 
members of the Atlanta Burns 
Club, which was organized in 
1896. 

“The plan and measurements 
of our house here. are exactly 
like the Ayer cottage,” said 
W. R. Metcalfe, club secretary, 
yesterday as he sorted out pa- 


pers and records.’” The Ayer 
cotage is built of rubblestones 
and put together with clay and 
glass mortar, while ours here is 
made of Georgia granite. 


“You will note, too, that the 
building is curved at one end. 
That is because the original 
cottage is built inside a curved 
road. Our place here has three 
rooms, exclusive of the built- 
on kitchen.” 


The low rectangular gray 
stone building sits on a slightly 
elevated lot with a circular 
driveway. The cattle room with 
dirt floor in the original house 
is now the assembly room 
where members of the Burns 
Club hold their banquets and 
programs. 


The kitchen-bedroom more 
closely resembles the corre- 
sponding room in the original 
Burns house.

The Problem Is Meeting

Usually the young woman who 
asks the question has that same 
day issued books to a single man 
in her library. Or she has given 
treatments to eligible men in her 
hospital. Or she has directed un- 
married salesmen to the proper 
door at her business office. At 
the very least, she has stood in 

Seventh in a series. 
the same line at the cafeteria 
with a potential prospect, shared 
a seat in the bus, or said, 
“Thank you,’’ when he held a 
door. 


In the final analysis, most 
often the problem is not really 
where to meet men, but how to. 
The only real ‘‘where’’ involved 
is where can the young woman 
get the self-assurance that will 
allow her to speak easily with 
strangers and/or just the right 
degree of soft approachableness 
that will encourage them to 
speak with her in a sincerely 
friendly manner. 


INCREASE CHANCES 


Of course, there are some 
women who are so isolated or 
so surrounded by other women 
that they don’t have any con- 
tacts—or, at least, enough con- 
tacts—with eligible men. And, 


sure enough, regardless of how 
many men you already come 
close to, if you have a meetable 
personality,. you can increase 
the chances of finding your ideal 
by being close to even more eli- 
gible men. 


Yes, it is a good idea to join 
active sports, hobby groups, and 
political clubs—men are to be 
found there’ And, you'll enjoy 
the exercise, both physical and 
intellectual. Don’t forget the 
adult education .classes and the 
square dances, either. And try 
the church groups; in recent 
years some churches have been 
doing a very creditable service 
in helping people who would like 
to meet each other. However, 
you should be prepared for dis- 
appointment. There may already 
be a surplus of women in any of 
these groups. 


Indeed, there are many ways 
to increase your chances of 
coming closer to eligible men, 
if you already have enough 
motivation and gumption and 
determination to seek them out. 
But, it isn’t going to help much 
to be where the men are if you 
cannot bring yourself to meet 
with them and interest them any 
more than the ones you have al- 
ready met. Although some won't 
believe it because the chances of 
proper introductions seem so re- 
mote, most modern city .busi- 
nesswomen do see eligible men

DEVELOP SKILLS 


The entry of women into busi- 
ness has convinced most of the 
boys that not every woman who 
speaks in a friendly manner 
before a “proper” introduction 
by a dear old aunt is, there- 
fore, an easy mark. It seems 
pretty well established that if 
she will use even a modicum 
of good judgment, a girl who 
is really sure of the kind of 
relationship she wants with any 
particular man can make him 
know it too. Being friendly is 
far different from obviously 
flaunting yourself with “take 
me, lover,’ written all over 
your face. You know this, and 
if you develop your skill in 


projecting your attitudes, so 
will he. 
It almost goes without say- 


ing that no one—least of all, 
I—is proposing that little girls 
should take up with strangers. 
Just as with the kitchen stove 
and the back-yard swimming 
pool, we need to help children 
understand that there is a need 
for caution in some situations. 
It is important that, without 
instilling lifelong fears, we 
calmly teach our very young 
females to refuse requests from 
unknown men. 


But a mature woman volun- 
teering a kind word to a man 
who needs it is something else 
again. Especially if that wom- 
an is really interested in get- 
ting to know more of her fel- 
low human beings. 


Naturally, it is not suggested 
that a woman immediately go 
off to a secluded place with a 
brand - new acqaintance (al- 
though you may be doing the 
same thing right now with 
blind dates). Far from it. The 
very process of building a real 
emotional relationship demands 
a certain amount of cautious 


‘finding out about one another. 


This generalfy starts with 
superficial conversation and 
works toward dete under- 
standing of the other person's 


important values. Any at- 
tempt to short-circuit this pro- 


_-cedure is, and should: be, sus- 


pect. But on the other hand, 
if a young woman is unwilling 


to start being friendly, she is 


never going to have a chance 
to be suspicious!

Centering the cottage is what 
is generally considered the living 
room. Throughout the cottage 
are numerous pictures, books 
and documents—tangible remind- 
ers of the poet and his life. 
There are also pictures of At- 
lanta leaders in Bunrs Club 
work. 


The Burns Club members se- 
lected Thomas H. Morgan, one 
of the city’s leading architects 
to plan the building. Mr. Mor- 
gan secured the aid of an ar- 
chitect in Scotland who furnished 
him the exact measurements of 
the original Burns cottage. Rob- 
ert McWhirter was in charge of 
construction. 


The Ladies Burns Club was or- 
ganized Oct. 6, 1937, at the Burns 
Cottage. Naturally, members 
chose the heather as the club 
flower and the Scotch plaid as 
their colors. 


CLUB PRESIDENT 


Mrs. James Silver, club presi- 
dent, has many interesting an- 
tiques which have come from 
her husband’s family in Scot- 
land. There is a framed copy of 
the Scottish Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. There is also a large 
picture of the farmhouse at 
Bishipston, where Mr. Silver’s 
mother was born and which has 
been in the family since 1700. 
Mr. and Mrs. Silver use the 
silver tea service which the 
former’s mother, Annie Duthie 
Findlay, received when she mar- 
ried. The Atlanta couple also 
has a hot toddy goblet and a mug 
which belonged to Mr. Silver’s 
forebears. 


And here’s a story both Mr. 
and Mrs. Silver like to tell 
Seems that one day Robert Louis 
Stevenson was roaming through 
a cemetery in Scotland. He 


came upon a grave marked 
“John Silver.”” He took the 
name, tagged it ‘“‘Long John 


Silver” and brought it to life in 
his book, ‘“Treasure Island.”’ 


“T can tell people truthfully 
that: Long John Silver was one 
of my ancestors, ‘because the 
John Silver buried in that ceme- 
tery really was!” said Mr. 
Silver.
